“BEAUTIFUL MONEY” 


By Harold Schornstein 

If you were to ask a currency collector to show an audience of 
people some of the favorite pieces of his collection, he would surely 
have brought along with him, three bills, the set of Silver Certifi- 
cates of 1896, in the denominations of one, two and five dollars. 

Numismatists of all categorys, whether they be currency col- 
lectors or not, have all seen this set, admired it, and know it by the 
popular name it has made famous. “The Educational Series’. 

It is not the rarest set of notes for a collector to acquire, but 
by far it is the most beautiful, that this country has ever issued. 

Each note is a brilliant example of the best efforts, of the finest 
engravers that could be assembled at one given time. To engrave a 
bank note the accepted method, is for various engravers to contrib- 
ute only that part of the note, which the engraver specializes in and 
therefore does best. 

One man may thus do the borders, and another the lettering, 
another the portraits or figures, and still another the scroll work. 

The finished product of the engraving of the “Educational Ser- 
ies” left us with three notes of such rare grace and beauty, that if 
the picture part of these notes were enlarged, they could rightfully 
hang on any wall of any museum, along side of other great works 
of art. 

These notes are allegorical. That means that they allude to some 
reason or thing, worthy of mentioning and remembering. There is 
such a vast amount of interesting material on these bills, that pages 
of description would be necessary to fully transmit the complete 
story that each detail alludes to. I will try to briefly explain the 
basic portent of each note. 





The front or obverse of the one dollar note shows a woman, al- 
legorically representing “American History’’ with her right arm 
encircling a young boy protectively, her left arm pointing far out to 
the future. In the back ground, out in the direction she is pointing 
to can be seen the Washington Monument and the dome of the 
Capitol. She is seated on a massive stone bench, surrounded by 
beautiful shrubbery. The arms of the bench are ornamented with 
eagles standing over an American Shield. Her lap is draped with a 
flag showing a generous amount of stars. The left end of the bench 
or the right side of the note shows an open tablet or book. With the 
note in the palm of your hand and under a very weak magnifying 
glass, you will find that the book is open to “The Constitution of the 
United States” and that it can be read word for word very easily. 
Below the book is the Treasury Seal, which is on all issues of our 
paper money except the first issue The Demand Notes. The only 
difference, being, the seal is usually placed very boldly on all other 
bills, but on this one series, an effort has been made to make the 
seals as insignificant as possible so as not to detract from the beauty 
of the bills. Surrounding this whole picture are twenty-three wreaths 
with the names of great Americans printed in the middle of each. 
Names such as Longfellow, Adams, Morse, and Franklin to name 
just a few. 

Thus the bill rightfully deserves the name “History Instructing 
Youth” which happens to be minutely engraved on the top of the 
face of the seat of the stone bench in the center of the note. 





On the reverse of the one dollar note we find the portraits of the 
heads of George and Martha Washington. Martha Washington be- 
ing the only woman so honored, as to have her face portrayed on 
the paper money of our country. 

In an attempt at not being repitious, I will now state what 
holds true for the reverses on all three notes. No where can you find 





more magnificent examples of beautiful scroll work, intricate co a- 
plex borders, rosettes and intricate geometric lathe work that defies 
duplication, legitimate or otherwise. 

I do not believe anyone could ever attempt to counterfeit this 
set of notes and expect to get passable results for their efforts. e 









The two dollar note is called “Science Presenting Steam and 
Electricity to Commerce and Manufacture.” 

This is shown by five allegorical female figures on the face of 
the bill. The center figure seated, represents “Science”, who has two 
young girls on either side of her lap, who represents the two new 
sources of industrial power, “Steam” and “Electricity.” She seems 
to be offering them to two figures seated at her feet, who represent 
“Commerce” and “Manufacture”. Commerce is shown with a pouch 
of money or wealth at her lap and manufacture is shown with a 
mechanism of gears, and a factory type building placed behind her. 

The reverse shows the impressive heads of Fulton and Morse, 
whom I need not remind you had something to do with steam and 
electricity. 


The five dollar bill and the last in this series is well worthy of 
its two predecessors. 

Its allegorical figures represent “Electricity’’ as the dominant 
force of the world. 

This is shown by a prominent figure of a woman holding aloft 
a lighted bulb very gracefully. She seems to be standing on a huge 
globe of the earth, with her feet planted gently in center of America. 

On her right is a figure of a man standing erect, but driving a 
team of three, excitingly active horses, with streams of electricity 
as the reins. The mans right hand is reaching up to the sky where 
he appears to be grasping bolts of lightning, and thus transmiting 
this power to the horses in a great surge of power and strength. 

I told you where the one dollar bill was named, on the bill itself. 
The two dollar bill is also named in small print on the very bottom 
center of the cbverse, but no wheres could I find the name printed 
on the five dollar bill. But we do know it is called “Electricity the 
Dominant Force in the World”. 

A picture is better than a thousand words, and if you will glance 
at the accompanyng photographs, of these notes you will have to 
agree with me that if the allegorical picture part of these not 
were enlarged that their artistic, and graceful beauty would entit 
them to be placed along side of any other great work of art hanging 
in any museum in this or any other country. 

Thus I end this small story about three bills printed by the 
Bureau of Printing and Engraving, showing a young country, grow- 
ing rapidly rich in strength, power and learning taken from the 
roots of its leaders in all walks of life and the finished product being 
the United States of American as we know it today.

Concerning Gold 


By Starr Gilmore 


California recently gained publicity by a news- 
paper article which stated that a valuable gold 
find had been made there, possibly the greatest in 
the history of the United States. It was further 
stated that the discoverer sold his interest to the 
owners of the Homestake, presently our greatest 
gold mine. As most of us are aware, it is located 
out of Lead, South Dakota, but it seems to get 
very little publicity. As far as our economy is con- 
cerned, we should have been far better off had the discovery been 
one of tin. 


Known to very few is the now deceased and little lamented 
Senor Patino who managed to get a corner on tin and whose per- 
sonal fortune was variously estimated as being something between 
2 or 4 billion dollars. His career began in Bolivia and he did any 
number of eccentric things. One never explained act was the build- 
ing of a reputed $30,000,000 home in South America which was fully 
staffed and in which he never set foot. The more salubrious atmos- 
phere of the Waldorf in New York City seemed to suit him much 
better. 


As a prolific source of human devilment in general, gold is al- 
most without a peer. For example, and mentioned in the Guide Book 
put out by Whitman, the only known specimen of a $25 gold piece 
put out by Templeton Reid was stolen from the U. S. Mint on Aug- 
ust 16, 1858, and nothing has ever been heard of it since. Of all 
brainless thefts, this surely ranks as one of the worst. Obviously 
enough, the holder of it would scarcely dare show it to anybody and 
could profit in no way by having it. Ant it is well Imnown that the 
discovery of gold in California absolutely ruined Sutter. Of course, 
it must be admitted that he had plenty of company. 


Sir Francis Drake apparently knew about the presence of gold 
in California but he dared not linger too long. And in any event, 
why bother with it when Spanish treasure ships were conveniently 
at hand well supplied with both gold and silver, especially the latter? 
As it was, Sir Francis was obliged to jettison 45 tons of silver. It 
was either that or go to the bottom of the ocean for he was unable 
to properly caulk the seams of his badly leaking ships. A freebooter 
of sorts he certainly was but also a valiant gentleman withal and 
hardly to be compared to such a horrendous person as Henry Mor- 
gan who sported an alcoholic bloom on his nose brilliant enough to 
show up on very dark nights. 





There have been two occasions in our history when such a thing 
as a $50 gold piece was actually a convenience and California is one 
and the first excellent exmple. And it is obvious enough that there 
is no mystery about this unusual situation. Prices in California went 
to astronomical heights and although a few may have gathered in 
gold by the bushel they also found themselves obliged to spend it by 
the bushel. We need not be told that merchandise that went around 
Cape Horn destined for San Francisco sold for fearful prices upon 
reaching port. 


Clearly enough, anything like a complete history of the pioneer 
gold pieces would require the writing of a book of no very small 
size. And even so, there would be gaps in it of regrettable magni- 
tude. At their time of issue no great store was set by the multitude 
of gold coins of private issue and many of them have been lost, melt- 
ed, or unaccounted for in various ways. It was naturally a great 
inconvenience to do business with gold dust necessitating the con- 
stant use of scales. And the Government was not as swift as it 
might have been in getting around to the authorization of coins 
privately put out. And of course they all came to an end with the 
setting up of the San Francisco Mint. 


Much to be regretted is the fact that so much of the gold coins 
are very little better than museum pieces. More than a few of them 
are unique and therefore no real value can be placed on them. And 
of many that are not of this order, they are still so few in number 
as to command prices of the impossible kind. 


Typical of the expensive California economy is the fact that 
the smallest value put out is represented by a 25¢ piece. It is almost 
a wonder that such a small coin was put out for it is hard to imagine 
what it could possibly purchase. And until the Comstock came into 
existence, practically all California business was conducted on a gold 
basis. Whitman lists the $1 round at $160 when in uncirculated con- 
dition and none of the small coins are truly cheap. 


To be kept continually in mind is the fact that California did 
by no manner of means have any monopoly on the issue of private 
gold pieces. Oregon, Colorado, and Utah also put out their share of 
these coins. And in common with their California sisters, the coins 
of these states command the usual fearful prices. For example, the 








$10 gold piece of the Oregon Exchange Company is listed at a mere 
$6,000 if in uncirculated condition. 


And as might be supposed, records on many of these coins are 
woefully inadequate. In altogether too large degree, records appar- 
ently were not kept at all. Or if they were kept, they have long since 
been lost in oblivion. All these things naturally add to the difficulty 
of a situation that was not too good in the beginning. 


It has always been a part of my supposition that possibly more 
than a few privately issued gold coins are treasured as family heir- 
looms and are inthe hands of those who are not collectors in any 
sense of the word. And then we must always suppose that some of 
them have been put away in obscure places such as old trunks and 
attics and forgotten about. 


One man of whom I have some slight knowledge lives near 
Eureka, Montana. He is a confirmed and soured bachelor who lives 
out of the hills and has little to do with anybody. As far as he is 
concerned, the human race is a complete failure. At the time the 
United States went off the gold standard he became thoroughly 
alarmed and decided that it was dangerous to turn in his rather 
numerous $20 gold pieces and Heaven knows what else. He quite 
possibly has several thousand dollars in gold. One of these days he 
will very probably drop dead and the whereabouts of his gold will be 
another unexplained mystery. We have more eccentrics of this kind 
than most people suppose. 


Deseret, or Utah as it is now, put out some very interesting 
gold coins. And Brigham Young took enough thought for the money 
situation to personally supervise a small mint set up in an adob 
building in Salt Lake City. Quite a number of Mormons were su 
cessful in picking up placer gold and a great deal of it was turned 
over to the church. Although it is true that most of the gold came 
from California, it is also true that some of it was picked up in 
other places, Nevada certainly, and possibly Montana. Even Wash- 
ington managed to have a small gold rush, and is well known, it 
eventually extended to British Columbia. 


According to Whitman, Wass, Molitor & Company at one time 
in their career minted $38,000 worth of their $50 gold pieces daily 
which would be 760. If this went on for any length of time, and ap- 
parently it did, the number of such pieces could represent a re- 
spectable figure. Nevertheless, they are the same as all gone since 
otherwise it would be impossible to give a list of $5,500 for an un- 
circulated specimen. 


In general, most of the gold coins were honest although there 
were the inevitable exceptions. One greatly to be regretted factor 
which centers about the disappearance of so many is evidenced in 
the fact that more than a few were melted, made up into necklaces, 
chains, and whatnot. 


Nevertheless, odd specimens still continue to turn up in unex- 
pected quarters and there is no reason to suppose that this situation 
will not continue in some measure. One such example mentioned by 
Whitman is to be seen in the $20 gold piece of James King of William 
& Company. It came to light in 1955 and is the only one of its kind. 


I have mention the fact that twice in our history the use of a 
$50 gold piece would meet a genuine need. But the second instance 
saw none in use at all. Alaska is the instance which I have in mind. 
As in the case of California, prices in Alaska soared to a high level 
during the gold rush and it was nothing at all to pay $50 for a sack 
of flour. Gold dust was in common use and for a long time the 
smallest coin in circulation was the 25¢ piece. And even the Alaska 
of today is by no manner of means a cheap country. 


Gold and its possible future is a puzzle to many of us. As is 
well known, or certainly should be, Russia very probably has 
greater gold hoard than any other country in the world, one ina 
no doubt exceeds ours. And it is true that she could produce finan- 
cial chaos for us if she saw fit to do so. Her release of a huge gold 
supply would produce inflation on a scale well nigh impossible to 
imagine, But if she did an act of such folly, then she would create 
as much trouble for herself as for us. And therefore I surmise that 
Russia will indeed think a long time before embarking upon an 
action of such kind.

HOW TO IDENTIFY A 1864 L INDIAN CENT 


Which of these 1864 Bronze Indian cents has the (L)? One 
can usually tell by the pointed bust, the occasion may arise when 
the date or the coin is considerably worn making it difficult to 
identify the scarce 1864 L. 


If you will note it is the cent at the left, the pointed bust is 
over the one in the date, compare this with the rounded bust in the 
second photo. You can also see the rounded bust protrudes past the 
date. If you have sharp eyes you can actually see a white spec 
between the last feather and the ribbon, it is the engravers initial 
(L). Of interest also is the two types of designs of the feathers 
position at the word America. From 1864 to 1886 the last feather 
points between the I-C in type (1), in type (2) the last feather 
points between the C-A, type (2) starts, with year 1886, this date 
is the only one known with type 1-2. Type (1) is believed to be 
scarce. Check your Indian cents for these types. 
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LINCOLN 
MEMORIAL CENT 


Commemorating the Hundredth 
Anniversary of Lincoln’s Birth. 


In 1908 Mr. Victor D. Brenner 
a famous sculptor sold President 
Theodore Roosevelt on the idea 
of putting Abraham Lincoln’s 
portrait on a one cent coin. It is 
said the one cent was selected 
because more people would see and 
handle it than any other coin. It is 
possible that the wheat stalks 
were used on the reverse because 
at that time it was the most im- 
portant food commodity of the 
nation. 

About the middle of 1909 the 
first Lincoln cents were released 
for circulation. Mr. Brenner had 
placed his initials on the reverse 
of the coin. Many high officials 
objected to a mans initials being 
on a U.S. coin. The initials were 
removed after about 28,000,000 
had been minted. The initials 
were restored in 1918 on the ob- 
verse. The Lincoln cent was the 
first cent to bear the motto “IN 


GOD WE TRUST.” 

It is my opinion that Lincoln 
has had his portrait on more 
things more times than any other 
living person. It is found on pap- 
er money, stamps, documents and 
many other things. The Lincoln 
cent has been minted more years 
without a change than any other 
U.S. coin. 


From 1909 thru 1959 there has 
been about 27,000,000,000 Lincoln 
cents minted with a face value of 
$270,000,000. If they were packed 
in bags of 5000 each it would take 
5,400,000 bags to hold all of them. 
Making 143 cents to the pound of 
copper compound it would require 
188,811,189 Ibs. (Copper coins are 
made from 95% copper and 5% 


tin and zinc). At 28¢ a pound the] 57, 


copper compound would cost 
$52,867,132.00. If a person looked 
at 5000 cents a day it would take 
5,400,000 days, or working five 
days a week 13,699 years to look 


at all of them. If the population |; 


of the United States was 180,000,- 
000 that would be enough cents 
for every man, woman and child 
to have 150. 

Considering that it takes 16 
cents to equal one foot and 5280 
feet to the mile it would take 
253,440,000 cents placed rim to 
rim to reach from the coast of 
Georgia to the coast of California, 
(3000 miles) or if all of them 








were spread out rim to rim they 
would make a strip 1061/4, cents 
or about 614, feet wide from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. If placed 
rim to rim they would go around 
the earth at the equator (24,000 
miles) 13 and 1-3 times. Now if 
that is not a lot of cents, then I 
am lacking in sense. Now, if you 
doubt the figures quoted, then 
figure for yourself. I could be 
wrong.

Hines Penny of 1799 
Sold For $10,500 


The rare “Hines 1799 Cent,” 
most famous of the large U. S. 
copper pennies, was sold for $10,- 
500 in the recent auction of the 
collection of 356 United States 
cents formed by Dr. James O. 
Sloss of Beaver, Pa. 

The sale, which realized a total 
of more than $70,000, was held 
here by A. Kosoff of Encino, Cal., 
with Donald D’Amato as auction- 
eer. 

Kosoff called the Hines cent a 
“superb rarity” and “the King of 
Cents,” placing on it a conserva- 
tive pre-sale estimated value of 
$8,000. “It is,” said Kosoff, “head 
and shoulders superior to any 
specimens.” 

A 1793 “Chain America” cent 
with wide date, described as “‘the 
finest known” of this type, and 
estimated at $3,000, sold for $5,- 
000. It was the Beckwith-New- 
comb specimen.
